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Robert Mizrachi leads Ultimate Bet Aruba Poker Classic Entering Day 3

Two days of play are in the 
books at the 2009 Ultimate 
Bet Aruba Poker Classic. The 
$5,500 buy-in tournament will 
award $753,000 to first place, 
while the top four finishers 
will earn six-figure paydays. 
The final table will take place 
on Saturday. 

A total of 86 players remain in 
the Ultimate Bet Aruba Poker 
Classic, which attracted 475 
entrants this year. Last time 
out, the marquee island event 
drew 551 runners, meaning 
attendance dropped 14% 
in 2009. Nevertheless, the 
action was fast and furious at 
the Radisson Aruba Resort, 
Casino, and Spa. After two 
days of play, Robert Mizrachi, 
brother of well-known pro 
Michael “The Grinder” 
Mizrachi, leads the pack with 
a chip stack of 353,200. The 
younger Mizrachi holds nearly 
a 100,000 chip lead over the 
second place tally of Jon 
Favaloro, who has 255,300. 
Mizrachi made two final tables 
during Season V of the World 
Poker Tour (WPT), recording 
a sixth place finish at the 
Mirage Poker Showdown 
for $129,000 and a fourth 
place effort at the PokerStars 
Caribbean Adventure for 
$409,000. Mizrachi is a World 
Series of Poker (WSOP) 
bracelet holder to boot. He 
won the World Championship 
of Pot Limit Omaha during 
the 2007 WSOP for $768,000, 
besting a final table that 
included Doyle Brunson, 
Patrik Antonius, and Marco 
Traniello. Mizrachi will 
headline Table 8 on Thursday 
during Day 3, where Johan 


Storakers will join him.

Eric “basebaldy” Baldwin 
is a WSOP bracelet winner, 
having taken down the 
accolade this year by virtue 
of winning a $1,500 buy- 
in No Limit Hold’em event 
for $521,000. He nearly 
won a second bracelet in 
the World Championship 
of Pot Limit Hold’em, but 
ultimately grabbed third in 
that tournament for $259,000. 
Baldwin won the $750,000 
Guaranteed, the flagship 
weekly tournament on Full 
Tilt Poker, for $132,000 in 
December. In May of 2008, 
he won the Bodog $100,000 
Guaranteed twice in the same 


month. 

Travis “TravestyFund” Rice, 
who won the Aruba Poker 
Classic in 2007, remains in 
contention this year. Rice 
outlasted a field of 548 
players for his Aruba title and 
earned $800,000. Rice holds 
the 12th largest stack entering 
play on Thursday at 128,600. 
Reigning Aruba Poker Classic 
champion Matt Brady also 
remains in the hunt for the 
$753,000 first place prize. 
Brady sits at 67th on the 
leaderboard entering Day 3 
with a stack of 34,500. He’ll 
have his work cut out for him, 
however, as just 86 players 
remain.

THE HAGUE - Customs 
officers at Amsterdam’s 
Schiphol Airport said on 
Thursday they have discovered 
fifteen kilograms of heroin in 
carpets from Pakistan. The 
drug had been hidden in the 
seams of the carpets. 

In another find, a package 
whose waybill declared it to 


contain ceramics was actually 
filled with 1300 kilograms 
of cannabis from Thailand. 
No-one was arrested after the 
finds. 

Cassave rolls 

The airport set up a special task 
force to find drugs, called the 
CargoHarc team. It consists 
of Military Police detectives,

border police and Tax Office 
inspectors. They are closely 
monitoring the freight passing 
through Schiphol Airport. The 
team is also responsible for 
thoroughly checking every 
individual passenger flying 
in from Surinam and the 
Netherlands Antilles, which 
used to be major sources 
of drugs smuggled into the 
Netherlands. 

One of these so-called 100- 
percent controls revealed 
how a Surinamese man and 
a Dutch woman were using 
bread to smuggle cocaine 


into the country. A suspicious 
number of rolls were found in 
their luggage. The 33 rolls, of 
a kind often filled with mashed 
cassave root, turned out to be 
generously filled with ground 
cocaine. The couple were 
arrested when it turned out 
they were transporting 3 kilos 
of the drug in their food. 

Coconuts 

Airport personnel are 
increasingly finding drugs 
hidden in inventive places, 
such as clothes, beverages, 
food and audio equipment. 


The airport’s drugs finding 
team reported earlier this week 
they had discovered cocaine 
in a load of coconuts from the 
Dominican Republic. Rubber 
balloons had been inserted 
into the coconuts, which had 
subsequently been injected 
with liquid cocaine. 

Personal use 

The trafficking of heroin, 
cocaine or cannabis is illegal 
in the Netherlands. Possession 
of minimal quantities of the 
drugs for personal use is 
generally tolerated.□

Paulina Rubio is one of the 
top-selling female Latin pop 
artists with over 20 million 
records sold worldwide.

Two new ambulances added to 
fleet, four now in operation 

PHILIPSBURG—The Ambulance Department has received a 
major boost of two new ambulances worth over US $140,000, 
which is expected to significantly enhance its response. 

This brings to four the total number of ambulances currently 
in operation. One of the ambulances arrived a few weeks ago. 
The second, which arrived this week, was turned over to the 
department by Health Commissioner Hyacinth Richardson on 
Wednesday. 

Both vehicles will be readied for the road in another two 
weeks after being undercoated, insured and equipped with the 
necessary medical supplies. 

Ambulance Department Head Cyrled Richardson said the 
commissioner had been instrumental in acquiring the two 
ambulances, which had been budgeted and financed by the 
Island Government. The commissioner was the first to take 
the wheel of the new ambulance in the presence of ambulance 
personnel at the Captain David Cargo Quay on Wednesday. 
Cylred Richardson said the department was also expected to 
receive two new ambulances in 2010. 

The department is also hoping to receive two “mass casualty 
trailers,” which are equipped with “all the necessary medical 
equipment” on board, including basic and advanced life support 
systems, and are more appropriate when responding to large- 
scale disasters. Each trailer costs about US $15,000. Cylred 
Richardson said an advice has been submitted to the Executive 
Council for the acquisition of the two trailers. 

The commissioner said he was happy with the addition of the new 
ambulances, which were expected to help the department deliver 
“better service,” and that this was an important development 
for St. Maarten, especially given reports he had received before 
taking office that the ambulance would sometimes “cut off’ 
when going downhill. In addition to the four ambulances 
in operation, two older model ambulances are down and the 
department head said it had to be determined whether it would 
be worth investing in making them road-worthy again. Q 


OCaN to talk to MPs about 
Antillean policy 


THE HAGUE-The Antillean umbrella 
organisation in the Netherlands OCaN 
announced on Tuesday that it will hold talks with 
individual members of the Second Chamber of 
the Dutch Parliament to discuss the proposed 
Antillean high-risk youngsters policy. 

The Antillean high-risk youngsters policy 
was adopted by the Dutch cabinet last 
Friday. Minister of Housing, Employment 
and Integration Eberhard van der Laan sent a 
letter to the Second Chamber that same day in 
which he detailed the policy aimed at tackling 
the over-representation of Antillean high-risk 
youngsters in crime, employment and school 
drop-out figures in the next four years. 

The Second Chamber has to approve the policy 
which has a yearly price tag of nine million euros, 
4.5 million from government and 4.5 million 
euros from the 22 Antillean municipalities. 
OCaN Chairman Glenn Heiberg stated in an 
earlier reaction on Monday that he hoped the 
Second Chamber would not play politics with 
this issue which is of utmost importance to the 
Antillean community in the Netherlands. 

In a press release issued on Tuesday, Heiberg 
said OCaN’s stake was four-fold: housing and 
guidance for Antilleans with little education, 
newcomers, underprivileged persons and 
youngsters; guidance for vulnerable families; a 
community that is truly involved; and an equal 
(legal) position for all Antilleans and Arubans 


in the Netherlands. 

According to Heiberg the lack of shelter 
and housing for young, poorly educated and 
deprived newcomers from the Netherlands 
Antilles remains an Achilles Heel in the 
proposed cabinet’s policy. 

A stable place of residence in the first years 
defines whether these people make it or not. 
OCaN wants shelter or housing facilities in all 
so-called “Antillean municipalities” in return 
for obligatory educational or employment 
trajectories. 

Heiberg also addressed the draft Kingdom 
law on the movement of people which was 
mentioned in one of the supplements that was 
attached to the letter of Minister Van der Laan. 
The Minister, on behalf of Justice Minister 
Ernst Hirsch Ballin, informed Parliament that 
the trajectory of this law is currently moving 
ahead, with the implementation date tentatively 
set for 2010. 

Heiberg focused on the fact that the law 
proposal mentioned the possibility of declaring 
a person “undesirable” by denying that person 
access to a country in the Kingdom for reasons 
of public order or safety in case this person’s 
behaviour poses a severe threat to society of 
the country in question. 

“It is unthinkable that a possible implementation 
of the law has consequences for the cooperation 
between the Dutch Government, municipalities 
and the Antillean community,” said HelbergQ 


Still no movement at Aquarius project 

~ Developer gives new date for delivery 


PHILIPSBURG—There is still 
no movement at the Aquarius 
project located at Gibbs Bay 
adjacent to Guana Bay. Almost 
a year after the developer, 
Aquarius Ltd., was supposed to 
deliver the units to purchasers, 
no work is being carried out 
at the abandoned, unfinished 
buildings. The project was 
approved by the Island 
Government some three years 
ago. 

Legal representative for the 
purchasers Michiel Noordhoek 
of HBN Law said he recently 
received written correspondence 
from the owners of the project, 
Sabra N.V., indicating that the 
units will be completed and 
delivered sometime between the 
dates of August and November 
2010. 

However, considering how long 
his clients have been waiting, 
after committing millions of 
dollars in the proj ect, Noordhoek 
said legal action will commence 
soon in an attempt to force 
Sabra N.V. to reimburse his 


clients monies. 

The lack of progress at the 
project prompted purchasers to 
dissolve the sales and purchase 
agreement and demand 
reimbursement of their funds, 
a claim that has been flatly 
rejected by Sabra N.V. 

Sabra N.V. claims that it can 
indefinitely extend the date 
for delivery of the units. The 
purchasers, on the contrary, 
are pointing to the fact that 
the signed agreement clearly 
indicates a delivery date of 
November 2008. 

“Just like everyone else on St. 
Maarten, my clients can see 
that there is nothing happening 
at Aquarius. Developers cannot 
simply accept payment, build 
a few walls and decide to walk 
away,” Noordhoek said. 

One of the purchasers that 
Noordhoek represents actually 
won a court case against 
Sabra N.V. on June 23 this 
year. Although significant, 
Noordhoek said that case does 
not necessarily set a precedent 


for any future case against 
Sabra N.V. 

He said the ruling in that case 
was not a judgement based on 
content considering the other 
party, Sabra N.V, did not show 
up in court. Noordhoek said it 
was more of a technicality due 
to the absence of the opposing 
party. 

Because the content of the case 
could not be argued, Noordhoek 
said, the judgement is no clear 
indication that Sabra N.V. was in 
default of the sales and purchase 
agreement or if all purchasers 
are entitled to reimbursement of 
funds. However, he is confident 
that his clients have a strong 
case. 

The Aquarius project was 
hyped as a “spectacular 
opportunity” offering 

“magnificent fully furnished 
beach front residences.” For 
the 30 residences, the developer 
promoted its 5.9 per cent 
mortgages over a 20-year term 
starting from US $749,000 with 
a soft down payment schedule.

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New jobless claims fall to 521K, lowest since Jan.

WASHINGTON - The 
number of newly laid-off

workers filing first-time 
claims for jobless benefits fell 
to the lowest level since early 
January, as layoffs eased a bit 
amid a fledgling economic 


recovery. 

The fourth drop in new 
claims in five weeks is a sign 
the labor market is slowly 
healing. But employers are 
reluctant to hire new workers 
and the unemployment rate 
is expected to keep climbing 
well into next year. 

Separately, the nation’s 
retailers saw modest signs 
of life from consumers in 
September, resulting in the 
first sales gain since July 2008 
and fueling some hope for the 
holiday shopping season. 

The Labor Department said 
Thursday that new claims 
for unemployment insurance 
dropped last week to a 
seasonally adjusted 521,000, 
better than analysts expected 
and down from 554,000 the 
previous week. 

The four-week average, which

smooths fluctuations, fell to 
539,750, the lowest since Jan. 
17. The number of people 
continuing to claim benefits 
declined by 72,000 to 6.04 
million. Analysts expected 
continuing claims to rise 
slightly. 

“The downtrend in claims 
is encouraging and points 
to continued, albeit gradual, 
improvement in the labor 
market,” Joseph LaVorgna, 
chief U.S. economist at 
Deutsche Bank, wrote in a 
note to clients. 

Economists closely watch 
initial claims, which are 
considered a gauge of 
layoffs and an indication of 
companies’ willingness to hire 
new workers. 

Despite the improvement, 
initial claims remain well 
above the 325,000 that 
economists say is consistent 
with a healthy economy. 
Meanwhile, a late Labor 
Day and delayed school 
openings helped boost back- 
to-school sales in September. 
The International Council of 
Shopping Centers-Goldman 
Sachs preliminary tally 
registered an increase of 
0.1 percent for September, 
compared with a 1 percent 
drop a year ago. While still 
tepid, the results mark the first 
gain since July 2008, when the 
index rose 1.3 percent. 

As stores announced their 
results Thursday, J.C. Penney 
Co., Macy’s Inc., and Target 
Corp. all reported smaller- 
than-expected declines in 
sales at stores open at least a 
year. 

Limited Brands Inc., which 
runs Victoria’s Secret and 
Bath & Body Works, and 
accessories chain The Buckle 
Inc. both posted increases for 
the month. 

Still, industry worries remain 
high heading into the holiday 
shopping season because 
shoppers, many of whom were 
afraid to spend a year ago, are 
now grappling with rising 
job losses, reduced hours or 
unavailable credit. 

The stock market rose in 
afternoon trading. The Dow 
Jones industrial average added 
about 93 points, and broader 
indexes also gained. 


In a third report, the Commerce 
Department said businesses 
reduced inventories at the 
wholesale level for a record 
12th straight month in August. 
In an encouraging sign, sales 
jumped by the largest amount 
in 14 months. 

Economists hope the rising 
sales will persuade businesses 
to begin restocking their 
depleted shelves, a switch 
that would boost factory 
production and help bolster 
broad economic growth in 
coming months. 

The jobless claims figures 
indicate that layoffs are 
slowing. Employers eliminated 
a net total of 263,000 jobs 
in September, the Labor 
Department said last week. 
Many economists expect that 
number to decline this month. 
When federal emergency 
programs are included, the 
total number of jobless benefit 
recipients dropped by about 
90,000 to 8.9 million in the 
week that ended Sept. 19, the 
latest data available. Congress 
has added up to 53 extra 
weeks of benefits on top of 
the 26 typically provided by 
the states, and is considering 
adding another 13 weeks. 
Many analysts expect the 
economy grew as much as 3 
percent in the July-September 
quarter, but most employers 
are likely to hold back on 
new hires while they wait 
to see if such growth can be 
maintained. 

The unemployment rate rose to 
9.8 percent in September from 
9.7 percent, the department 
said last week, the highest in 
26 years. The recession, the 
worst since the 1930s, has 
eliminated a net total of 7.2 
million jobs. 

Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke said last week 
that even if the economy 
maintained a 3 percent growth 
rate for several quarters, 
unemployment would still be 
above 9 percent by the end of 
2010 . 

More job cuts were announced 
this week. Thermo Fisher 
Scientific Inc., which makes 
industrial and scientific 
equipment, said it will close a 
plant in Dubuque, Iowa, next 
year, costing 350 jobs. Q 
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Stocks climb after retail sales, better jobs data

NEW YORK - Stocks are 
resuming their climb as 
investors get positive readings 
on two of the best gauges of the 
economy’s health: consumer 
spending and corporate 
profits. 

Major stock indexes rose 
about 1 percent in afternoon 
trading Thursday, picking up 
where the market’s rally left 
off earlier this week. The Dow 
Jones industrials put in their 
best back-to-back advance 
since July on Monday and 
Tuesday, rising 244 points, 
after two losing weeks. 

Stocks lost some ground in 
afternoon trading after demand 
at a government auction of 
30-year bonds fell short of 
expectations. 

In a sign that consumer 
spending may finally be 
starting to recover, retailers 
last month saw their first sales 


gains in more than a year. 
A closely watched gauge of 
sales at major retailers showed 
an increase of 0.1 percent 
for September, compared 
with a 1.0 percent drop a 
year ago. While still tepid, it 
was the first monthly gain in 
the International Council of 
Shopping Centers-Goldman 
Sachs tally since July 2008, 
when the index was up 1.3 
percent. 

The upbeat mood on Wall 
Street was initially set after the 
close of trading Wednesday 
when Alcoa Inc. surprised 
investors with its first profit 
in nine months, which the 
aluminum company attributed 
to cost-cutting and rising sales 
to automakers. Alcoa also 
said it expects worldwide 
aluminum demand to increase 
11 percent in the second half 
of the year. 

One of the first major 
companies to report earnings, 
Alcoa’s better-than-expected 


report and upbeat demand 
prediction reassured investors 
of a positive earnings season. 
“Alcoa set the tone and backed 
it up,” Michael Feser, president 
of Zecco Trading said. 

A better reading on the 
labor market also raised 
investors’ optimism. The 
Labor Department reported 
that new claims for jobless 
benefits fell to 521,000 last 
week, down from 554,000 the 
previous week and better than 
analysts had expected. It was 
the lowest level since early 
January. Continuing claims 
fell to 6.04 million, better than 
the slight increase analysts 
had expected. 

The Dow rose 78.14, or 0.8 
percent, to 9,803.72. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 9.53, or 0.9 percent, to 
1,067.11, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 20.09, 
or 1 percent, to 2,130.42. 
Three stocks rose for every 
one that fell on the New 


York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 691.2 million 
shares, compared with 600 
million at the same time a day 
earlier. 

Bond prices fell after lackluster 
demand at an auction of 30- 
year bonds. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 3.24 percent from 
3.19 percent late Wednesday. 
The week’s advance has put 
the market’s seven-month 
rally back on track, sending 
the major indexes toward 
their best weekly gain since 
early July after back-to-back 
weeks of losses. Investors 
had become discouraged in 
recent weeks by a stream of 
disappointing economic data, 
as improvements in areas like 
manufacturing slowed. 

But this week, the market got a 
boost of confidence from signs 
of growth in the service sector 
and a positive analyst report 
on banks. An interest rate hike 
in Australia, meanwhile, was

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Calif, citrus farmers fear tree-killing disease

ORANGE COVE, Calif. - Tom 
Mulholland is girding for battle 
against a tiny enemy that could 
devastate the orange grove he 
has spent his life cultivating. 
His adversary: the Asian citrus 
psyllid, a fruit-fly-sized insect 
with red eyes and a long, leaf- 
penetrating beak. 

The psyllid, which can carry an 
incurable disease fatal to citrus 
trees, was spotted in August in 
Los Angeles, closer than ever 
before to the ribbon of central 
California where the state’s $1.6 
billion citrus-growing industry 
is concentrated. 

The feared infestation has 
prompted Mulholland and other 
citrus-belt farmers to put screens 
around their young seedlings, 
vigorously inspect their mature 
trees and tax themselves to fund 
research to stop the psyllid. 

“It’s like a war,” Mulholland 
said in his tidy office set amid 
some 400 acres of radiantly 
healthy Clementine and 
Satsuma trees on his farm some 
200 miles north of Los Angeles 
in the San Joaquin Valley at the 
base of the foothills beneath 
Sequoia National Park. “We’re 
sitting here trying to stop this 
thing, and it wants to keep 
pushing in.” California growers 
and agricultural officials 
are worried the state’s citrus 
industry will be crippled by the 
disease carried by the psyllid, 
which devastated Florida’s 
crops. The two states produced 
about 97 percent of the nation’s 
12 million tons of citrus during 
the fiscal year ending in June. 
The huanglongbing disease, 
which spoils the flavor of the 
fruit and ultimately kills the 
tree, has been found in all of 
Florida’s 32 citrus-producing 
counties since its discovery 
there in 2005, causing about 
$100 million in damages, 
said Andrew Meadows, a 
spokesman for Florida Citrus 


Mutual, the state’s grower trade 
association. 

Florida officials have warned 
that their $9 billion citrus 
industry could be wiped out in a 
decade if a solution isn’t found 
to the disease, also known as 
citrus greening because of the 
sickly green cast it lends to 
infected fruit. 

“That’s why California is so 
alarmed,” said David Hall, an 
entomologist with the USDA’s 
agricultural research service in 
Florida who worked on a team 
that sequenced the genome of 
the bacteria that causes citrus 
greening. 

Huanglongbing has been found 
in Louisiana, Mexico, Brazil 
and China as well. 

In California, the insect has so 
far been found among planted 
citrus trees in four southern 
counties, prompting quarantines 
that prohibit nurseries from 
shipping seedlings to other 
areas. Fruit grown in those 
counties also must be washed 
before it can be sold outside the 
quarantine zone. 

Dogs trained to sniff out the 
pest found packages of curry 
leaves with psyllids in FedEx 
packages this summer in Fresno 
and Sacramento. Only the 
Fresno psyllids tested positive 
for huanglongbing. 

The psyllid is not the only pest 
that could threaten California 
citrus. The state is also 
home to the glassy-winged 
sharpshooter, a threat to grapes 
but also capable of carrying a 
debilitating disease called citrus 
variegated chlorosis that has 
been spotted in Brazil. 
California agriculture officials 
have also been locked in a 
decades-long struggle with the 
crop-eating Mediterranean fruit 
fly, which can harm citrus plants 
and hundreds of other fruits and 
vegetables. 

But the potential devastation 
that could accompany a 
psyllid infestation is especially 


troubling for Mulholland and 
other citrus farmers, who have 
started building screens around 
the currently open-air nurseries 
where vulnerable seedlings are 
cultivated in rows of inverted 
plastic cones. 

Allan Lombardi, who helps 
oversee 2,100 acres of pink- 
fleshed Cara Cara oranges, 
deep-red Fukumoto oranges 
and other high-value citrus as 
a manager with Central Valley 
grower Griffith Farms, said 
his company is scrambling to 
enclose its nurseries before 
the pest reaches the area, but 
that it’s about two years from 
completion. 

“If the disease shows up sooner 
than that, we’ll have to have a 
Plan B, and I’m not sure what 
that will be,” said Lombardi 
as he looked down a mountain 
slope and into a lush valley 
planted thickly with rows of 
oranges. 

Citrus farmers have also started 
instructing workers to watch 
for signs of psyllid infestation, 
such as wilted-looking leaves 
or leaves covered in soot-like 
mold and white waxy deposits. 
California’s Citrus Research 
Board, which raises its $5.5 
million operating budget by 
assessing citrus growers a nickel 
for every 5 5-pound box of fruit 
they sell, plans to contribute to 
the field checks with a team of 
up to 25 inspectors, operations 
chief MaryLou Polek said. 

She said she hopes to poach 
trained inspectors from the state 
agriculture department whose 
hours or pay have been reduced 
due to budget cuts. 

The board has also embarked 
on an effort to lay traps for 
the insect throughout the state 
that will be monitored by 
researchers carrying camera- 
equipped handheld devices 
that record the map coordinates 
where insects are found and 
take pictures of the damage. 
That information, along with 
other data, will be beamed 
to a database so researchers 
can better track the insect’s 
movement and deploy 
insecticides and other resources 
where they’ll be most effective, 
she said. 

Mulholland said he doesn’t 
expect a cure to the disease 
any time soon, so those efforts 
to keep the disease-carrying 
insect from moving any farther 
north represent growers’ best 
hope against the illness. 

“It’s like the AIDS of citrus. It’s 
the very worst disease you can 
have,” he said. “The question 
is, how do we keep the disease 
from spreading?”

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Moonstruck: Making one 
giant thud for mankind

WASHINGTON - For as long as man has looked up, the moon has 
inspired romance, poetry and songs. Man also likes blowing things 
up. Now we get to do both — in the name of science. 

The aim of Friday’s deliberate crash of two unmanned NASA 
spacecraft into the moon is to see if they can kick up some ice. It 
is the 20th lunar crash, most of them done on purpose, since the 
Russians first did it 50 years ago last month. 

And that doesn’t count the eight times we tried and somehow 
missed the moon or couldn’t get off the ground. 

For more than a century, the idea of Earthlings taking a swipe at 
the moon has permeated popular culture. The most enduring image 
is from the 1902 classic movie, “A Trip to the Moon,” in which a 
bullet-like rocket wincingly lodges in the eye of the man in the 
moon. 

As much as we like to gaze at the moon, we like stirring things up 
even more. It’s the specialty of the hit show “Mythbusters” and the 
aptly named show “Destroyed in Seconds.” 

Friday’s first smack: a 2.2-ton empty rocket stage crashing into the 
moon at twice the speed of a bullet, equal to the power of 1.5 tons 
of TNT, followed four minutes later with a smaller hit. 

For those fearing that the crashes like Friday’s could cause the 
moon to shift its orbit or send huge chunks back to Earth, agency 
scientists have some words of comfort. 

They say such crashes have no more effect on the moon than an 
eyelash dropping on a jet. Sure the impact may seem big, but so is 
the moon. 

This also is something that happens four times a month to the moon, 
said Dan Andrews, the head of this NASA lunar crash mission. The 
only difference is that those hits are from naturally occurring space 
rocks. 

No one personifies the blow-’em-up-in-the-name-of-science 
more than Brown University geologist Peter Schultz, a scientist 
who worked on NASA’s similar purposeful crash into a comet in 
2005. He’s a regular cosmic crasher in the name of science — and 
jollies. 

“Whenever these things happen, the first thing that comes out of 
your mouth is ‘Geez,’” Schultz said. “I’ve got the neatest job in 
the world.” 

It’s human nature to blow things up and dissect what happens, 
Schultz said Thursday from the Vertical Gun Range at NASA’s 
Ames Research Center. 

“There’s a reason you drop pumpkins off a 30-story building,” he 
told The Associated Press. 

He won’t say whether he’s done that — but he has shot eggs out of 
jet engines into the ground to see what happens to the shells. And 
then there’s this don’t-do-this-at-home moment from his boyhood: 
He put a firecracker into an ant mound and took pictures of the 
flying ants during the explosion. 

Schultz later got a telescope and fell in love with the moon and its 
craters. He planned to look at the crash with spacecraft cameras 
capable of 1 million frames per second — getting millisecond-by- 
millisecond details of the violence. □

ATLANTA - As the first wave 
of swine flu vaccine crosses 
the country, more than a third 
of parents don’t want their kids 
vaccinated, according to an 
Associated Press-GfK poll. 
Some parents say they are 
concerned about side effects 
from the new vaccine — even 
though nothing serious has 
turned up in tests so far — while 
others say swine flu doesn’t 
amount to any greater health 
threat than seasonal flu. 

Jackie Shea of Newtown, 
Conn., the mother of a 5-year- 
old boy named Emmett, says 
the vaccine is too new and too 
untested. 

“I will not be first in line in 
October to get him vaccinated,” 
she said in an interview last 
month. “We’re talking about 
putting an unknown into him. I 
can’t do that.” 

The AP poll found that 38 
percent of parents said they were 
unlikely to give permission for 
their kids to be vaccinated at 
school. 

The belief that the new vaccine 
could be risky is one federal 
health officials have been 
fighting from the start, and they 
plan an unprecedented system 
of monitoring for side effects. 
They note that swine flu 
vaccine is made the same way 
as seasonal flu vaccines that 
have been used for years. And 
no scary side effects have 
turned up in tests on volunteers, 
including children. 

On Wednesday, Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Kathleen Sebelius appealed 
for widespread inoculation 
against swine flu, vouching 
unconditionally for the vaccine: 
“We know it’s safe and 
secure.” 

The AP poll, conducted Oct. 
1-5, found 72 percent of those 
surveyed are worried about side 
effects, although more than half 
say that wouldn’t stop them 
from getting the vaccine to 
protect their kids from the new 
flu. 

Givingflushotsto schoolchildren 
is also an idea many parents are 
still getting used to. It was only 
last year that the government 
recommendation kicked in for 
virtually all children to get it. 
Seasonal flu vaccination rates 
for children last year ranged 
from about 48 percent for 
toddlers to about 9 percent for 


teens. 

It traditionally takes a while 
for parents to learn about and 
accept a new vaccine and years 
for immunization rates to grow, 
said Dr. Matthew Davis, a 
University of Michigan Medical 
School associate professor who 
has overseen polling on flu 
issues. 

Special swine flu vaccination 
clinics at schools are being 
planned in many states. 
Children are the main spreaders 
of infectious disease, and if 
large numbers are coming down 
with swine flu, there are ripple 
effects for everyone else. 

The AP poll found 59 percent 
are likely to let their kids be 
vaccinated at school. But the 
kind of concerns voiced by 
parents could put a dent in 
public health efforts. 

A survey Davis directed for C.S. 
Mott Children’s Hospital in 
Michigan suggested one reason 
for rejecting the vaccine is that 
about half of parents said they 
did not consider swine flu any 
worse than the seasonal bug. 
“Basically, the swine flu is 
the flu. I’m not overly excited 
about it,” said Julie Uehlein, a 
Tullahoma, Tenn., mother who 
is against swine flu vaccinations 
for her 8-year-old son and 3- 
year-old daughter. 

“My concerns about the vaccine 
are what are the long-term 
effects,” she added. 

Some, like Shea, recall the 
1976 swine flu immunization 
campaign that vaccinated 40 
million Americans against 
an epidemic that never 
materialized. Worse, many who 
got the shots back then filed 
injury claims blaming health 
problems on the vaccine, with 
some reporting a paralyzing 
condition called Guillain-Barre 
syndrome. 

Health officials did not find 
evidence the vaccine caused 
the condition, noting it occurs 
naturally anyway and would 
be bound to show up in such a 
large group. Many people were 
unjustifiably blaming all sorts of 
health problems on the vaccine, 
some health experts believe. 
That’s why the government is 
already trying to educate people 
about how common many 
health problems are, and why 
it’s handing out cards telling 
people how to report any side 
effects. 

For some parents, fears are 
compounded by worries about 


thimerosal, a mercury-based 
preservative that will be in 
roughly 60 percent of the 225 
million swine flu doses ordered 
for Americans. 

The preservative is not in the 
FluMist nasal spray, which can 
be given to healthy kids age 
2 and older. But it’s in many 
injectable doses, which are 
packaged in multi-dose vials that 
require thimerosal to prevent 
bacterial contamination. 

Fears that the preservative 
or something in vaccines 
themselves can lead to autism 
remain entrenched in some 
quarters — despite no evidence 
from the most rigorous scientific 
studies. 

Some autism advocacy groups 
echo parents’ concerns about 
swine flu vaccine, and also 
argue it’s a bad idea to spend 
so much time and money on the 
new flu. 

“We’re flipping out over swine 
flu, but it’s only affected a few 
thousand people. Why isn’t 
somebody freaking out about 
the autism epidemic?” said 
Wendy Fournier, president of the 
National Autism Association. 
Vaccine makers are sensitive 
to demand for preservative- 
free shots. Parents can ask their 
doctors to order preservative- 
free, single-dose vaccine for 
their kids, said Dr. Tom Frieden, 
head of the Centers of Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

As for his own two school- 
age children, Frieden said in a 
recent interview: “I would have 
no hesitation about getting my 
kids vaccinated by thimerosal- 
containing vaccines.” 

Health officials and many 
parents are strong believers in 
the vaccine, and warn about the 
potential dangers of a virus that 
has caused at least 9,000 U.S. 
hospitalizations and at least 600 
deaths, including 60 children. 
Jennifer Barnes enrolled herself 
and her two children in one 
of the government studies of 
the new vaccine, seizing an 
opportunity to get them all 
immunized before the illness 
became widespread. 

“I thought, ‘This is an 
opportunity to get the kids 
vaccinated, and I better jump on 
it,”’ said Barnes, 32, a speech 
language pathologist who lives 
in Decatur, Ga. 

Barnes said she gets her kids 
vaccinated against flu each year 
not only for their own health 
but to protect others. “My kids 


hang around kids who might 
have lowered immune systems. 
I would hate for them to get 
something and pass it on,” she 
said. 

Shea said she appreciates those 
arguments, but she’s hesitated 
to talk about swine flu vaccine 
with other parents, who seem 
polarized on the topic. “There’s 
the crunchy granola group” 
against flu vaccinations, she 
said, “and the very staunch, 
follow everything group” who 
extol them. 

She also worries that swine flu 
could become more widespread 
and dangerous than it is now. 


If that happens, she said, she 
would probably try to get her 
son vaccinated, though she’s 
aware there are risks in waiting, 
too. 

“It’s one of those things where 
you’re almost damned if you 
do, damned if you don’t,” she 
said. 

The AP-GfK poll was based 
on a nationally representative 
sample of 1,003 adults age 18 or 
older, contacted by telephone on 
land lines and cell phones. The 
margin of sampling error is plus 
or minus 3.1 percentage points 
for all adults, 5.2 percentage 
points for parents.Q 


Exercise boosts well-being 
after breast cancer

NEW YORK (Reuters Health) - Being told you have breast 
cancer is tough emotionally, but regular exercise can help you 
keep your spirits up, a new study shows. 

Among Chinese women diagnosed with breast cancer, those 
reporting even low levels of regular exercise were more likely to 
report better physical, mental, and social well-being than those 
reporting no exercise, Dr. Xiaoli Chen of Vanderbilt University 
Medical Center in Nashville, Tennessee, and colleagues found. 
Women who exercised at levels recommended by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services fared best. They 
reported the highest capacity for daily living and work or 
study, less distress, better body image, and higher quality 
relationships, the researchers report in the American Journal of 
Epidemiology. 

In addition, the benefits of exercise were still evident more than 
36 months after breast cancer diagnosis, Chen noted in an email 
to Reuters Health. 

Examples of recommended levels of exercise include taking 
about a 45-minute brisk walk 3 days a week, or a 20-minute 
brisk walk daily; doing yoga for about 40 minutes 3 times a 
week or 20 minutes daily; or any aerobic exercise for about 30 
minutes 3 times a week or 12 minutes daily. 

Chen’s team studied the value of exercise in 1,829 women 
diagnosed with breast cancer between 2002 and 2008, when 
they were nearly 54 years old on average and living in Shanghai, 
China. 

Overall, 95 percent of the women had a mastectomy, 92 percent 
had chemotherapy and 28 percent had radiation therapy. 
Approximately 69 percent of the women exercised regularly 
at 6 months post-diagnosis and 74 percent were exercising 
regularly 36 months after their diagnosis.Q

Jackson doctor may face 
arrest over child support

LAS VEGAS - The doctor at 
the center of an investigation 
into Michael Jackson’s death 
may face arrest and could 
lose his medical license after 
missing a hearing to explain 
late child support payments, 
the Las Vegas district attorney 
said Thursday. Clark County 
District Attorney David Roger 
told The Associated Press 
that a district judge could 
approve an arrest warrant 
for Dr. Conrad Murray that’s 
recommended by a family 
court hearing master within 
10 days. 

“At that time, we’ll send our 
investigators out to locate 
and arrest Dr. Murray,” Roger 
said. Roger says Murray, who 
owes $13,000 in unpaid child 
support to a California woman, 
can object to the warrant 
before a judge approves it. 
Murray’s lawyer in the Jackson 


case, Edward Chernoff, is not 
representing Murray in the 
family court case, Chernoff 
spokeswoman Miranda Sevcik 
said Thursday. 

“Ed’s dealing with one thing 
and one thing only, and that’s 
the investigation into Michael 
Jackson’s death,” Sevcik said. 
Sevcik said she did not know 
whether the 56-year-old doctor 
had another attorney for the 
child support case. 

Roger said he also plans to 
ask the state medical board 
to suspend Murray’s medical 
license because of the unpaid 
support. Roger said his office 
would soon file a motion in 
family court and send a letter 
to the board saying Murray is 
behind on his payments. 
Murray would have 30 days 
after that to make good 
on past payments, or risk 
suspension of his professional 
license, Roger said. Nevada 
laws allow prosecutors to go

after professional licenses 
belonging to those behind on 
child support.

AP source: Obama focusing

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama 
is prepared to accept some

Senate Democrats agree to extend jobless benefits

WASHINGTON - Senate 
Democrats said Thursday they 
have reached a deal to extend 
unemployment insurance 
benefits to the nearly 2 million 
jobless workers across the 
country who are in danger of 
running out of assistance by 
the end of the year. 

The agreement would give 
an additional 14 weeks of 
benefits to jobless workers in 
all 50 states. Workers in states 
with an unemployment rate at 
8.5 percent or above would 
receive six weeks on top of 
that.

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., tried to bring the 
measure to a quick vote on the 
Senate floor, but Republicans 
objected, saying they needed 
more time to study the proposal 
and its costs and possibly offer 
amendments. 

The House last month approved 
legislation that gives 13 weeks 
of extended benefits, but only 
in those 27 states, the District 
of Columbia and Puerto Rico 
that have unemployment rates 
of at least 8.5 percent. 

That formula drew opposition 
from senators, led by Sen. 
Jeanne Shaheen, D-N.H., from 
states where the jobless rate 
doesn’t reach the 8.5. percent 
threshold. 

They argued that it was unfair 
to provide added assistance to 
workers in one state and not in 
another. 

Supporters of extended 
benefits point to the lingering 
stagnation of the job market 
despite signs of economic 
recovery. The national 

unemployment rate is now 9.8 


percent and is expected to top 
10 percent before employers 
start hiring again. 

“As of last month, 15 million 
unemployed Americans were 
competing for 3 million 
available jobs,” said Senate 
Finance Committee Chairman 
Max Baucus, D-Mont., who 
brokered the deal with Reid, 
Sen. Jack Reed, D-R.I., and 
Shaheen. 

“Unemployed workers 

use these benefits to buy 
essentials and pay the bills,” 
Shaheen said . “Extending 
unemployment benefits is one 
of the most effective actions 
we can take to stimulate the 
economy.” 

States offer 26 weeks of 
benefits, with the average 
payment about $300 a week. 
With federal help, including 
several measures in the 
economic stimulus package 
passed last February, the 
unemployed in states hardest 
hit by the recession can

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Congress extends hate crimes law to cover gays

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
House of Representatives 
vote Thursday put Congress 
on the verge of significantly 
expanding hate crimes law 
to make it a federal crime 
to assault people because 
of their sexual orientation. 
The legislation would 
bring major changes to law 
enacted in the days after the 
assassination of civil rights 
leader Martin Luther King 
Jr. in 1968. 

“No American should ever 
have to suffer persecution 
or violence because of who 
they are, how they look or 
what they believe,” said 
the leader of the House, 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, a 
Democrat, noting that hate 
crimes legislation has been 
on her agenda since she 
first entered Congress more 
than two decades ago. 

She added that it’s been 11 
years since the gay college 
student Matthew Shepard, 
whose name was attached 
to the legislation, was 
murdered in the state of 
Wyoming. 

Civil rights groups and their 
Democratic allies have 
come close to expanding 
the hate crimes bill several 
times in the past decade, 
but have always fallen 
short because of lack of 
House-Senate coordination 
or opposition from former 
President George W. Bush. 
But this time it appears they 
may succeed. 

The bill was attached to 
a must-pass $680 billion 
defense policy bill that 
the Senate could approve 
as early as next week. 
President Barack Obama, 
unlike his predecessor, has 
promised to sign it into 
law. 

The House vote on the 
defense bill was 281-146. 
Unlike usual defense bill 
votes, most of those in 
opposition— 131 out of the 
146 — were Republicans 
objecting strenuously to 


inclusion of what they 
referred to as “thought 
crimes” legislation in a 
defense bill. 

“The inclusion of ‘thought 
crimes’ legislation in what 
is otherwise a bipartisan 
bill for troop funding is 
an absolute disgrace,” said 
Rep. Tom Price, head of the 
Republican conservative 
caucus. 

Republican opponents were 
not assuaged by late changes 
in the bill to strengthen 
protections for religious 
speech and association — 
critics argued that pastors 
expressing beliefs about 
homosexuality could be 
prosecuted if their sermons 
were connected to later acts 
of violence against gays. 
Supporters countered that 
prosecution could occur 
only when bodily injury is 
involved, and no minister or 
protester could be targeted 
for expressing opposition 
to homosexuality. 

The bill also creates a new 
federal crime to penalize 
attacks against U.S. service 
members on account of 
their service. 

Hate crimes legislation 
enacted after King’s 
assassination defined hate 
crimes as those carried out 
on the basis of race, color, 
religion or national origin. 
It also limits the scope of

In Kabul on Thursday, a 
suicide car bomber detonated 
his vehicle outside the Indian 
Embassy and killed 17 people 
in the second major attack 
in the city in less than a 
month. The Taliban claimed 
responsibility. 

Obama has talked positively 
about reaching out to 
moderates in the Taliban 
since he first announced a 
new Afghanistan strategy in 
March. It would be akin to, 
though more complicated 
than, the successful efforts in 
Iraq to persuade Sunni Muslim 
insurgents to cooperate with 
U.S. forces against al-Qaida 
there. 

Obama has conferred nearly 
every day this week on the 
war, and continued that 
Thursday afternoon with 
Vice President Joe Biden and 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton. 

On Wednesday, the eighth 
anniversary of the war 
launched by President George 
W. Bush after the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks, Obama and 
more than a dozen officials in 
his war council met for three 
hours to focus on Afghanistan’s 
neighbor, Pakistan. Another 
of those larger discussions 
— the fourth of five currently 
scheduled — is set for Friday, 
on Afghanistan. That meeting 
also could feature the group’s 
first discussion of specific 
troop options. 


In the first two of the sessions, 
which are taking place in the 
secure Situation Room in 
the White House basement, 
Obama kept returning to one 
question for his advisers: Who 
is our adversary, the official 
said. 

The answer was al-Qaida, as it 
was back in March. 

Amid changing circumstances 
in Afghanistan, the renewed 
determination has big 
implications for the current 
war debate. 

There now are no more than 
100 al-Qaida in Afghanistan. 
Instead, the U.S. fight in 
Afghanistan is against the 
Taliban, now increasingly 
defined by the Obama team as 
distinct from al-Qaida. 

While still dangerous, 
the Taliban is seen as an 
indigenous movement with 
almost entirely local and 
territorial aims and far less of 
a threat to the U.S. 

Obama’s team believes some 
elements in the Taliban are 
aligned with al-Qaida, with 
its transnational reach and 
aims of attacking the West, 
but probably not the majority 
and mostly for tactical rather 
than ideological reasons, the 
official said. 

“They’re not the same type 
of group,” White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs said. 
“It’s certainly not backed up 
by any of the intelligence.” 
That leaves the primary aim in 
Afghanistan to deny al-Qaida 
any ability to regroup there as 
it did when the Taliban was in 
power before the U.S. ousted 
them. 

A focus on al-Qaida is the 
driving force behind an 
approach being advocated by 


Biden as an alternative to the 
McChrystal recommendation 
for a fuller counterinsurgency 
effort inside Afghanistan. 
Biden has argued for keeping 
the American force there 
around the 68,000 already 
authorized, including the 
21,000 extra troops Obama 
ordered earlier this year, but 
significantly increasing the 
use of unmanned Predator 
drones and special forces 
for the kind of surgical anti¬ 
terrorist strikes that have 
been successful in Pakistan, 
Somalia and elsewhere. 

There also is increasing 
reluctance among Obama’s 
advisers to commit large 
additional numbers of troops 
because of concerns about the 
impact on already severely 
strained U.S. forces and the 
troubled Karzai government. 
In Pakistan, however, 
the administration has 
been encouraged by the 
government’s recent 

willingness to aggressively 
battle extremists inside its 
borders. Getting additional 
cooperation from Pakistan 
is delicate, as the anti¬ 
extremist operations remain 
extremely controversial there 
and the U.S.-backed civilian 
government in Islamabad is 
weak. But the administration 
sees opportunity there 
nonetheless. 

Clinton has not revealed how 
she is leaning in the sessions, 
according to aides. While 
she is broadly supportive 
of building up troop levels 
— although not necessarily 
in the bigger numbers 
favored by McChrystal — 
she also believes economic 
and other civilian efforts 
must be prominent parts of 
the plan too, said the aides, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to detail her 
views. 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates, long wary of a large 
troop presence in Afghanistan, 
appears to have grown more 
comfortable with the prospect 
of a moderate, middle-path 
increase. 

Many lawmakers from 
Obama’s own Democratic 
Party do not want to see 
additional U.S. troops sent 
to Afghanistan. According to 
a new Associated Press-GfK 
poll, public support for the 
war has dropped to 40 percent 
from 44 percent in July.Q

Capone’s Wisconsin hideout 
sells for $2.6 million

WAUSAU, Wis. - The one¬ 
time gangster’s house is built 
of stone with 18-inch thick 
walls and protected with 
guard towers, just in case G- 
men or goons with machine 
guns inside violin cases come 
calling. 

Chicago mobster A1 Capone, 
local legend says, used the 37- 
acre lake nearby for seaplanes 
carrying shipments of bootleg 
alcohol, before they were 
loaded onto trucks bound for 
the speakeasies of Chicago in 
the days of Prohibition. 
Capone’s hideout, 407 
acres of wooded property in 
northern Wisconsin about 150 
miles northwest of Wausau, is 
owned now by the bank that 
foreclosed on it more than a 
year ago after no other bidders 
emerged at the $2.6 million 
floor price.

Jurors delivered their verdict 
on the 11th full day of 
deliberations, ending a five- 
month trial that revealed the 
New York society doyenne’s 
sad decline.

But Chippewa Valley Bank, 
which bought the site for the 
minimum bid during a five- 
minute sheriff’s sale Thursday 
in Hayward, doesn’t want to 
own it for long.

typhoon tore through Japan’s 
main island Thursday, peeling 
roofs off houses, cutting 
electricity to hundreds of 
thousands and forcing flight 
cancellations before turning 
back toward the sea.

in Tokyo were stranded for 
hours as train services on 
several lines were suspended, 
while in other regions trucks 
were toppled on highways 
and bridges were destroyed by 
flash floods.

Powerful typhoon slams 
Into Japan, two men die 


By evening, Typhoon Melor 
was downgraded to a tropical 
storm as it lost power over 
northern Japan. It was due to 
veer off the northeastern coast 
Thursday evening. 

Nearly 100 people were 
injured and more than 11,000 
people were evacuated to 
shelters, according to the Fire 
and Disaster Management 
Agency. 

News broadcasts showed the 
damage left by the storm as 
it moved northeast across the 
country—partially submerged 
cars, large shipping containers 
scattered by the wind, and 
damaged buildings with 
ceilings and walls torn away. 
Footage also showed huge 
waves crashing over storm 
barriers onto coastal roads. 
Electrical power was gradually 
being restored to the more than 


500,000 homes, according to 
Japan’s power companies. 
Strong winds forced trains 
in Tokyo to stop midway 
between stations and unload 
passengers, and in some parts 
of Tokyo businessmen in 
suits rushed to work on roads 
alongside the dormant tracks. 
The usually punctual subways 
ran intermittently throughout 
the morning, according to 
Tokyo Metro Co. 

The country’s major airlines 
said at least 400 domestic 
flights and 20 international 
flights had been canceled. 

By the evening, the storm had 
moved northeast of Tokyo, 
where skies cleared and the 
weather turned balmy, and was 
near Kamaishi, 290 miles (470 
kilometers) northeast of the 
capital. Winds were blowing 
at about 67 mph (108 kph), 


with gusts up to 100 mph (160 
kph). 

Meanwhile in the Philippines, 
Typhoon Parma, which has 
weakened into a tropical 
depression, continued to buffet 
the northernmost region of 
the country with winds of 34 
mph (55 kph).

JERUSALEM (AP) 
President Barack Obama’s 
Mideast envoy finds himself 
increasingly hamstrung, with 
Israel’s foreign minister on 
Thursday all but ruling out a 
peace deal for years to come 
and the Palestinian leader 
weakened by his decision not 
to push for a Gaza war crimes 
tribunal against Israel. 

Jordan’s King Abdullah II 
added a gloomy warning 
that prospects for peace are 
“sliding into darkness.” 
Obama envoy George 
Mitchell, visiting Israeli and 
Palestinian leaders for the 
second time in three weeks, 
is trying relentlessly to bring 
the sides together for talks, 
but the obstacles he faces are 
daunting. 

Foreign Minister Avigdor 
Lieberman suggested that the 
two sides come up with a long¬ 
term interim arrangement that 
would ensure stability, while 
at the same time putting off a 
final deal. He recommended 
leaving the toughest issues — 
such as the status of disputed 
Jerusalem and a solution for 
Palestinian refugees who lost 
homes amid war — “to a much 
later stage.” 

“Anyone who says that within 
the next few years an agreement 
can be reached ending the 
conflict ... simply doesn’t 
understand the situation and 
spreads delusions, ultimately 
leading to disappointments 
and an all-out confrontation 
here,” Lieberman told Israel 
Radio. 

Lieberman’s suggestion will 
not necessary translate into 
policy, which is set by Prime 
Minister B enj amin N etany ahu. 
Netanyahu’s office wouldn’t 
comment when asked if 
Lieberman’s comments 

reflected his opinion. But other 
senior Netanyahu confidants 
share similarly skeptical views 
on peacemaking. 

Lieberman’s approach runs 
counter to U.S. efforts to reach 
an Israeli-Palestinian peace 
deal quickly. The Palestinians 
have said they will not agree 
to an interim peace deal that 
would put off a resolution of 
the conflict indefinitely. 

In Washington, State 
Department spokesman Ian 


Kelly said Thursday that 
restarting negotiations is an 
urgent matter. “The time has 
come for both sides to agree 
to just cut right through all 
of this and get back to peace 
talks,” he said. 

On the Palestinian side, Israel’s 
punishing winter offensive in 
Gaza deepened anger toward 
Israel and further reduced 
whatever sentiment there was 
for concessions to Israel in a 
peace deal. It also underlined 
Palestinian President 

Mahmoud Abbas’ powerless 
position in Gaza, overrun by 
Hamas militants in 2007. 
Abbas is walking a tightrope, 
trying not to appear 
intransigent to the White 
House while seeking to retain 
credibility with Palestinians 
accusing him of appeasing the 
Israelis. 

On Wednesday, Gaza 
professors threw shoes at his 
defaced image and West Bank 
commentators called for his 
resignation, signs Abbas may 
have miscalculated in bowing 
to what Palestinian officials 
say was intense U.S. pressure 
to suspend Palestinian 
diplomatic efforts to get Israeli 
officials put on trial for war 
crimes in Gaza. 

Nearly 1,400 Palestinians were 
killed in the war, including 
hundreds of civilians. Israel, 
which lost 13 civilians and 
soldiers in the war, launched 
the campaign to end years of 
Hamas rocket fire on Israeli 
border towns. 

A 575-page U.N. report about 
the fighting alleges that both 
Israel and Hamas committed 
war crimes, something both 
sides deny. 

Mitchell is due to hold separate 
meetings with Netanyahu and 
Abbas on Friday. 

On his last trip, Mitchell failed 
to get them to the negotiating 
table. Abbas insisted that 
Israel halt all construction 
in West Bank settlements 
before talks could resume, but 
Netanyahu refused to make 
such a commitment. 

Though Abbas and Netanyahu 
later attended a three-way 
meeting with Obama on the 
fringes of the United Nations 
General Assembly in New 
York, the two sides remain far 
apart.

member of Abbas’ Fatah 
movement, told reporters on 
Thursday that Abbas would 
tell Mitchell again when they 
meet that the Palestinians 
will not resume talks unless 
Israel freezes settlement 
construction. 

Jordan’s king was interviewed 
by the Israeli Haaretz daily, 
which planned to run the full 


text on Friday. In an excerpt 
on its front page Thursday, 
the paper quoted Abdullah as 
saying “We are sliding back 
into the darkness” because 
of lack of movement toward 
peace. 

Despite the gloomy 
atmosphere, Mitchell said 
Thursday he believes in his 
mission. 


“President Obama 
and the U.S. government 
remain deeply and firmly 
committed toward achieving a 
comprehensive peace,” he told 
reporters as he arrived for a 
meeting with Israeli President 
Shimon Peres. “They believe 
there is no alternative to that if

The Taliban claimed

In New Delhi, India’s Foreign 
Secretary Nirupama Rao said 
the driver of the sport utility 
vehicle “came up to the 
outer perimeter wall of the 
embassy in a car loaded with 
explosives.” Three Indian 
paramilitary guards were 
wounded by shrapnel, Rao 
said. 

Rao did not say who the Indians 
believed was responsible for 
the attack, which occurred 
about 8:30 a.m. along a 
commercial street that is also 
home to the Interior Ministry. 
However, the Afghan Foreign 
Ministry said the Thursday 
attack “was planned and 
implemented from outside of 
Afghan borders” by the same 


groups responsible for the 
July 2008 suicide bombing at 
the Indian Embassy that killed 
more than 60 people. 

The ministry statement made 
no mention of Pakistan. 
However, the Afghan 
government blamed Pakistan’s 
Inter-Services Intelligence 
for the 2008 bombing at the 
Indian Embassy as well as 
involvement in a string of 
attacks in the country. 

U.S. officials suspected the 
2008 embassy bombing and 
other high profile attacks were 
carried out by followers of 
Jalaluddin Haqqani, a longtime 
Afghan militant leader whose 
forces are battling U.S. forces 
in eastern Afghanistan from 
sanctuaries in the border area 
of Pakistan. At U.S. urging, 
the Pakistani military says it’s 
planning an offensive against 
extremists in the border area. 
In Islamabad, Pakistan’s 
Foreign Ministry spokesman, 
Abdul Basit, condemned 
Thursday’s bombing. 
“Whenever terrorist activity 
occurs it should strengthen 
our resolve to eradicate and 
eliminate this menace,” he 
said. Basit called allegations 
of a Pakistani role in the Kabul 
bombing “preposterous.” 

The Taliban did not say why it 
targeted the Indian Embassy. 
India and Pakistan, archrivals 
since the 1947 partition of 
the Indian subcontinent, are 
competing for influence in 
Afghanistan among rival 
ethnic groups. India maintains 
close ties with the Tajik 
community, and Pakistan with 
the Pashtuns, who form the 
majority of the Taliban. 
Thursday’s blast was the 
deadliest attack in Kabul 
since Sept. 17, when a suicide 
bomber killed 16 people, 
including six Italian soldiers 
and 10 Afghan civilians, on 
a road in the center of the 
capital. 

The Interior Ministry said 
15 civilians and two Afghan 
police officers were killed in 
Thursday’s blast. At least 76 
people were wounded, the 
ministry said. President Hamid 
Karzai, the U.S. Embassy and 
the United Nations mission all 
condemned the attack. 

After months of relative 
calm, the Afghan capital has 
been shaken recently by an 
increasing number of suicide 
attacks and roadside bombings 
that began in the run-up to 


the country’s disputed Aug. 
20 election. The attacks 
usually target international 
military forces or government 
installations, but Afghan 
businesses and civilians are 
also often killed or injured. 
Police sealed off the area after 
the blast. The Indian news 
channel CNN-IBN cited Jayant 
Prasad, India’s ambassador 
in Kabul, as saying the blast 
caused “extensive damage 
to the chancery.” He said the 
bomb was so powerful that it 
blew off some of the embassy’s 
doors and windows. 

The explosion also damaged 
a line of shops between the 
embassy and the Interior 
Ministry, shattering glass and 
rattling buildings more than a 
mile (kilometer) away. A huge 
brown plume of smoke was 
visible in the air as ambulances 
raced to the scene and carried 
away the wounded. 

A European police officer 
assigned as an adviser to 
the Interior Ministry and 
an Afghan interpreter were 
slightly wounded by flying 
glass, training spokesman 
Andrea Angeli said. 

A 21-year-old Afghan man, 
who gave his name only as 
Najibullah, said he had just 
opened his shop when the 
explosion went off, knocking 
him unconscious. When he 
awoke, he said, he couldn’t 
see anything because of dust 
and debris. 

“Dust was everywhere. People 
were shouting,” Najibullah 
said. “You couldn’t see their 
faces because there was so 
much dust.” 

His white clothes were covered 
in blood after helping load 
four injured onto ambulances. 
AP Television News footage 
showed local residents and 
soldiers pulling a charred, 
severed leg out of a destroyed 
vehicle. Others carried an 
apparently lifeless body on a 
stretcher to an ambulance. 

On another stretcher, a man lay 
face down, one arm hanging 
downward, his left leg covered 
in blood. Two United Nations 
vehicles were near the blast 
and one was badly damaged, 
spokesman Dan McNorton 
confirmed. Both vehicles 
had only a driver inside, and 
neither was wounded. The 
U.N. typically uses armored 
vehicles in Kabul that are 
designed to withstand such 
attacks. □ 
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Nobel lit prize goes to litde-known European

The judges, apparently, could 
not help themselves. 

Just two days after a Nobel 
Prize official worried the 
literature committee was too 
“Eurocentric,” the winner 
for 2009 was Herta Mueller, 
a Romanian-born writer 
once censored in her native 
country. 

It’s no conspiracy, said 
permanent secretary 

Peter Englund. It’s more 
geography. 

“If you are European (it is) 
easier to relate to European 
literature,” Englund told The 
Associated Press afterthe prize 
was announced Thursday. “It’s 
the result of psychological 
bias that we really try to be 
aware of. It’s not the result of 
any program.” 

Mueller, whose Nobel was 
seen as a nod to the 20th 
anniversary of communism’s 
collapse, was persecuted 
in her native Romania for 
her critical depiction of life 
behind the Iron Curtain. 

She was cited by the committee 
for “the concentration of 
poetry and the frankness of 
prose” in such novels as “The 
Land of Green Plums,” which 
describe “the landscape of the 
dispossessed.” Beyond the 
judges’ praise, she will receive 
$1.4 million in prize money. 
Mueller, 56, had to smuggle 
her early work to Germany 
to get it published and moved 
there in 1987. Her latest 
novel, “Atemschaukel,” 
or “Swinging Breath,” is 
up for this year’s German 
Book Prize, to be announced 
Monday. 

Like last year’s Nobel 
laureate, Jean-Marie Gustave 
le Clezio of France, little of 
Mueller’s work is available in 
English translation, although 
various publishers say they 
plan reissues. 

Writers from all over the 
world have won Nobels 
in the prize’s 108-year 
history, but European-based 
authors, whether natives or 
emigrants, have had a virtual 
monopoly in recent years 
— a trend the committee has 
defended, apologized for and 
perpetuated. 

In 2008, then-permanent 
secretary Horace Engdahl 


declaredbluntlythatEuropeans 
tended to win because they 
deserved to win, especially 
compared to Americans, 
whom Engdahl dismissed as 
“too sensitive to trends in their 
own mass culture.” 

Englund, in an AP interview 
this week, hinted strongly that 
the committee was looking 
elsewhere. Without naming 
names, he said some American 
authors indeed were worthy of 
the prize. He acknowledged 
that members of the Swedish 
Academy, who choose the 
winner and are themselves 
European, tend to “relate more 
easily to literature written in 
Europe and in the European 
tradition.” 

“I think that is a problem,” 
Englund said Tuesday. 
Apparently not so big a 
problem. 

“Every prize inevitably faces 
these kinds of issues. You 
could say the same about the 
Pulitzers or National Book 
Awards, that certain types of 
books seem more likely to 


be under consideration,” said 
Mike Levine, an acquisitions 
editor for Northwestern 
University Press, which has 
published some of Mueller’s 
work in English translation. 
Levine said such recent 
choices as Mueller, Doris 
Lessing and Harold Pinter 
show the academy is interested 
not just in European writers, 
but in European writers whose 
books address political issues. 
Still, “writers in other parts of 
the world are doing that, so it 
should be easy, I would think, 
to find those writers,” he said. 
No American has won since 
Toni Morrison, in 1993. Other 
countries, and continents, 
have waited longer. Canada 
is home to at least three of 
the world’s most respected 
authors — Margaret Atwood, 
Alice Munro and Michael 
Ondaatje. But the last 
Canadian to receive the Nobel 
was Saul Bellow, who won 
in 1976 and left for the U.S. 
as a boy. No South American 
writer has won since Gabriel

PARIS (AP) — France’s culture minister denied Thursday 
paying boys for sex, in an impassioned response to critics on 
the right and left demanding that he resign over a candid book 
recounting encounters with male prostitutes in Thailand. 

“I condemn sexual tourism, which is a disgrace. I condemn 
pedophilia, which I have never in any way participated in,” 
Frederic Mitterrand, 62, nephew of late President Francois 
Mitterrand, said in a national prime time television interview. 
“All those who accuse me of this kind of thing should be 
ashamed.” In a 2005 book, “La mauvaise vie” or “The Bad 
Life,” Mitterrand describes Bangkok’s brothels in rich, torrid 
detail, and the joy and freedom of paying “boys” for sex. 

On Thursday, Mitterrand said on TF1 television that the book 
was not a strict autobiography. He admitted to “errors” in paying

“I don’t think the awards

Mitterrand shot back firmly Thursday, saying he had no intention 
of leaving the government. He said he spoke to President 
Nicolas Sarkozy — who has not spoken publicly about the book 
— Thursday morning and Sarkozy “confirmed his confidence” 
in the culture minister. 

The affair is awkward for France and especially Sarkozy, 
whose embrace of figures outside the conservative fold such 
as Mitterrand has upset the governing UMP party. Mitterrand’s 
critics sayit’saboutchildsextourism,whichFrance’sgovernment 
is campaigning against. But it also involves a politician’s sex 
life, which many French consider private business, and a public 
figure’s recognition of his homosexuality. 

“We must not confuse pedophilia and homosexuality,” 
Mitterrand said on TF1, visibly upset by days of high-profile 
criticism. He said his book was neither a memoir nor a novel. “I 
preferred to leave things vague,” he said. 

Asked whether he made a mistake in paying for sex in Thailand 
with “boys,” he said: “An error, without a doubt. A crime, no.” 
“Each time I was with people who were my age, or who were 
five years younger — there wasn’t the slightest ambiguity — 
and who were consenting,” he said.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee plans to conduct a 
hearing next month on the case 
of two professional football 
players whose suspensions 
were blocked by a federal 
appeals court. 

Committee Chairman Henry 
Waxman is concerned that 
the legal issues raised in the 
case “could result in weaker 
performance-enhancing drugs 
policies for professional 
sports,” the committee said 
in a statement issued to The 
Associated Press Thursday. 
The committee provided 
the statement after the AP 
reported the hearing, citing 
two people with knowledge 
of the committee plans. The 


two spoke on the condition of 
anonymity because the hearing 
had not yet been announced. 
The NFL had attempted to 
suspend Minnesota Vikings 
Pat Williams and Kevin 
Williams four games each for 
violating the league’s anti- 
doping policy. 

But the players sued, arguing 
that the NFL’s testing violated 
state workplace laws. A federal 
judge issued an injunction 
blocking the order, which was 
upheld last month by a three- 
judge panel of the 8th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The decision troubled the 
NFL and professional sports 
leagues, which expressed 
concern about players being 
subj ected to different standards 
depending on their state. NFL 
commissioner Roger Goodell 


said after the ruling that the 
NFL was considering its next 
step, which could include an 
appeal, a trial in state court, or 
taking the issue to Congress. 
Subsequently, the league was 
granted more time to file 
documents asking the court to 
reconsider the suspensions. 
The league wants to suspend 
both Williams, who are not 
related, for testing positive 
for a banned substance during 
training camp in 2008. They 
acknowledge taking the 
over-the-counter weight loss 
supplement StarCaps, which 
did not state on the label 
that it contained the diuretic 
bumetanide. The diuretic is 
banned by the NFL because 
it can mask the presence of 
steroids; the players are not 
accused of taking steroids.□

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U.S. gets on the board first at Presidents Cup

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The United States took a VA- 
2 X A lead over the International 
team in the Presidents Cup 
on Thursday, a good start that 
was tempered only in the final 
match when Justin Leonard 
missed a 3-foot putt that led 
to a tie. 

One putt changed everything 
except the lead. 

The Americans were poised 
to seize control in the opening 
session of foursomes at 
Harding Park, already assured 
of the lead and on the verge of 
winning the final match for a 
two-point advantage. 

Leonard had a 3-foot birdie 
putt to win — a putt he first 
thought had been conceded 
— and was stunned when the 
putt caught the right edge of 
the cup and spun away and the 
match was halved. 

“We wanted to get out of 
the day with pretty close to 
a push, and I’m very, very 
happy,” International captain 
Greg Norman said. 

He was fortunate for that. 
Tiger Woods and Steve 
Strieker were dominant from 
the start, playing bogey-free 
in the difficult alternate-shot 
format and teaming up for six 
birdies in a 6-and-4 victory 
over Geoff Ogilvy and 18- 
year-old Ryo Ishikawa. 

Phil Mickelson and Anthony 
Kim closed with four straight 
birdies to give the Americans 
the first point of the matches 
with a 3-and-2 victory over 
Mike Weir and Tim Clark. 

The momentum switched 
to American red on the 
scoreboard late on the cloudy, 
cool afternoon on this public 
course south of San Francisco. 
The final push figured to come 
from Leonard and Jim Furyk, 
who made a furious rally in 
the middle of the match and 
surged ahead of Retief Goosen 
and Y.E. Yang, 2 up with two 
holes to play. 

Goosen holed a birdie putt on 
the 17th to send the match to 
the par-5 18th, and the South 
African missed the green 
to the right. Leonard hit a 
splendid fairway metal to the 
middle of the green, setting 
up what appeared to be a two- 
putt birdie. 


Furyk lagged to 3 feet, the 
International team got up-and- 
down for birdie, and Goosen 
looked over at Furyk as if 
wondering why Leonard even 
needed to putt.

Did it ever. 

The Americans were ready 
to celebrate another point. 
The International team was 
prepared for another big 
deficit. 

“I just hit a bad putt,” Leonard 
said. “I knew I was going to 
need to make that little putt. 
Unfortunately, I missed it.” 
Norman said there was no 
gamesmanship on Goosen’s 
part. 

“He thought the match was 
over,” Norman said. “He 
didn’t concede the putt, he just 
thought the match was over. It 
was a legitimate mistake, and 
no intent or malice. It was just 
the intensity of the game.”

Woods got them going with 
an 18-foot birdie putt on the 
opening hole, while Strieker 
closed out a flawless front 
nine with a 30-foot birdie putt 
on the par-3 ninth.

Congreso aprueba 
tratado con 
Vaticano 

BRASILIA (AP) - El Senado aprobo un tratado entre Brasil y 
el Vaticano que concede estatuto juridico a la iglesia Catolica 
y que fue criticado por otras denominaciones por considerar 
que le daria preferencias al catolicismo, informo el jueves el 
Congreso. 

El tratado, firmado en noviembre de 2008 durante una visita del 
presidente Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva al Vaticano, fue aprobado 
la noche del miercoles en una votacion simbolica en la camara 
alta sin polemicas ni disidencias. 

Por el contrario, el tratado genero discusiones en la Camara 
de Diputados, donde legisladores evangelicos cuestionaron 
supuestas preferencias a la iglesia Catolica, aunque file aprobado 
en agosto. Con la votacion del Senado, el tratado aguarda la 
ratificacion del presidente Lula para entrar en vigor.

CARACAS (Reuters) - El Gobierno de 
Venezuela anunciara el jueves un paquete 
de medidas economicas que, segun han 
dicho funcionarios, buscan reactivar la 
production, fortalecer el bolivar y reducir la 
galopante inflacion. 

El gabinete economico convoco para 
una conferencia de prensa en el palacio 
presidencial a las 11.00 hora local 
(1530 GMT) para informar sobre las 
nuevas directrices en materia de politica 
economica. 

El presidente Hugo Chavez ha estado 
prometiendo por semanas las medidas 
y ha asegurado que estas reactivaran el 
crecimiento de la economia, luego de que en 
el segundo trimestre se registrara la primera 
contraccion del Producto Intemo Bruto en 
un lustro. 

El mandatario socialista, que durante meses 
aseguro que la crisis financiera local no 
habia tocado ni un pelo a Venezuela, dijo 
recientemente que se conformaria con 
cualquier tasa de crecimiento para el 2009, 


pero algunos funcionarios han admitido que 
es posible una contraccion. 

El Gobierno ha estimado que el PIB se 
expandira un 0,5 por ciento en el 2010 y que 
la inflacion rondara 20-22 por ciento. Las 
medidas, han dicho funcionarios, buscan 
ademas reducir la brecha entre el precio del 
dolar paralelo que ronda los 5,5 bolivares y 
el que rige en el ferreo control de cambio de 
2,15 bolivares por dolar. 

Aunque ha sido descartada una devaluation 
o el levantamiento del control de cambio, 
analistas esperan que dentro de los anuncios 
se incluyan mecanismos que aumenten la 
disponibilidad de dolares a la tasa oficial y 
mayores niveles de gasto publico. Tambien 
se anticipan nuevas emisiones de bonos, 
como la de casi 5.000 millones de dolares 
vendida esta semana. 

Fuentes del Gobierno han dicho que la 
proxima emision de bonos seria de la estatal 
petrolera PDVSA, que enfrenta problemas 
de flujo de caja y crecientes deudas con 
provccdorcs.Q
